CHILD  mFARE  AND  MATERNITY . 

The  Child  Welfare  Association  -  with  which  is  associated  Tho 
Nursing  Association  -  vilth  its  keen  band  of  acti-ve  v.©rkers,  continues 
to  be  efficient  and  progre  ssi-ve ,  The  Clinic  normally  meets  once  a 
vfeek  with  a  nurse  in  charge,  a  doctor  attending  alternate  weeks,  and 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  meetings  duilng 
the  year.  Lectures  and  Talks  have  been  given  during  the  year,  and 
the  importance  of  Diphtheria  Proph3^1axis  has  again  been  stressed. 

The  Nursing  Association  v;ith  its  three  efficient  and  capable  nurses, 
continues  to  be  a  great  asset  to  the  District, 

^lATTERS.  imiSHlG  FROM  TEE  WAR. 

The  sick  bay  for  minor  il3.nesses  In  evacuated  children,  has 
proved  to  be  of  so  much  value  that  the  nuipiber  of  bods  has  been 
increased.  Cases  have  been  admitted  from  Local  Authorities  in  all 
parts  of  the  County,  thereby  giving  them  valuable  assistance  often 
in  time  of  great  difficulty,  A  capable  and  efficient  Matron  and  staff 
augmented  by  nurses  from  the  local  detachments  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  have  greatly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  sick 
bay.  The  Educational  and  recreational  needs' of  the  children  have  been 
catered  for  as  much  as  possible  "by  otlier  v/illing  heLpors, 

Scabies  has  proved  to  be  tho  predominant  minor  illness. 


In  conclusion  you  will  be  interested  to  note  that  the  death 
rate  for  thedlstrict  continues  to  be  below  the  death  rate  for 
En^an  d  a  nd  Wales .
